Casualties

Divorce Boom 


Dr. Carl R. Rogers, Ohio State Uni- 
versity psychologist, today made a pre- 
diction “the postwar divorce rate will be 
high” because of difficulties to be exper- 
ienced by some war-hardened servicemen 
in adjusting themselves to marital life. 

“Many returning veterans,” he de- 
clared in an address prepared for the 
American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, “will find it difficult to 
give affection, having long been in a 
situation where this was unnatural.” 

He said some students of the situation 
are forecasting a divorce rate of “nearly 
40 divorces for every 100 marriages. 


Reno Divorces Will Register 
All-Time High’ 

A survey of courthouse records showed 
today the divorce capital of the nation 
will set a new all-time record of actions 
filed during August. 

A total of 708 filings were made dur- 
ing the first 28 days of August, just two 
less than the all-time high of 710 set in 


July, 1931, three months after the six- 


weeks residence law was passed in Ne- 
vada. 

The divorce pace reached the increase 
throughout this year. 


Obscene Magazines 
Fifteen million copies of obscene mag- 
azines are sold in the United States 
every month. Canada has banned more 
than 100 of the American publications. 


Eight Million Testaments 
At the international conference of the 
Gideons, held recently at Denver, a 
public presentation was made of the 
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seven-millionth copy of the Testament 
being supplied to the armed services. 

Orders for the eighth million have 
been placed, and the Gideon ‘Testaments 
are being produced at the rate of 10,000 
copies a day. 

Their postwar program is to give ev- 
ery child in school a New ‘Testament. 
This will be a tremendous task, but God

30,000 Bibles Printed in Canada 
Final run of an edition of 30,000

Since the war began 42,000,000 peo- 
ple in China, who were illiterates, have 
learned to read. This means there will 
be a far greater opportunity and demand 
for the Bible and Bible portions in China 


after the war. 


Missions Bombed 

The aggregate of systematic bombings 
of Christian missions in China by the 
Japanese (more than 800 to date) should 
go down in history as one of the blood- 
iest and most ruthless campaigns ever 
carried out against any comparable num- 
ber of Christians. So writes Robert Bel- 
laire (former American newspaper cor- 
respondent in Shanghai) in the Daily 
Sketch, London). 


Sideline Chaplains 

On convoy sea lanes or jungle trails, 
chaplains are meeting their share of grim 
experience and novel adventure. Doing 
off-the-record mission work is one of 
them. 

Despite crowded routines, overseas 
chaplains are finding time to take up 
duties where prewar foreign missionar- 
ies left off.

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Oun ‘Fellowship 


W. T. Gastron 


(Sermon preached at Installation service in First Pentecostal Church, Oakland, 


August 31, 1944.) 


I have no ambitious program to pre- 
sent—no new deal to inspire confidence 
that would be shattered later by stern 
realities that have baffled good men 
who have passed this way before. Our 
Lord proclaimed a wonderful truth 
when He said to His disciples, “Without 
Me ye can do nothing.” The application 
may be questioned by our theologians, 
yet I would like to turn these words 
about and express my thought concern- 
ing the work which you have uncere- 
moniously thrust upon me, “Without 
you I can do nothing.” 


I was reluctant to leave my work as a 
local pastor to assume this more general 
ministry, but having done so, I wish to 
give my best effort to whatever my hands 
find to do. I sincerely want to help you 
—all of you in general, and each of you 
in particular. It shall be my purpose to 
serve the fellowship without partiality. 
The younger ministers and small strug- 
gling groups shall be my special care, 
but this does not constitute partiality 
any more than in a well-ordered home 
it is expected that the babies and young- 
er children shall receive more attention. 
The husky, long-legged ones can look 


out for themselves pretty well. 


I am sure that I speak the mind of 
my brethren when I denounce that nar- 
row sectarianism that would proclaim 
“We are the people, and wisdom will 
die with us.” Well do we know that 
we never have had, have not now, and 
never will have any corner on the bless- 
ing of God. Somehow He insists on 
blessing other sheep which are not of this 
fold, and for this we register not mere 
recognition, but sincere appreciation. 


I am reminded of a certain good 
preacher that came to Jesus much agi- 
tated over.a certain fellow that dared 
to cast out devils without the proper 
credentials. “We forbade him because 
he followed not with us!” To this over- 
zealous partisan, and to all who are like- 
minded Jesus said, “Forbid him not, for 
he that is not against us is for us.” We 
of the District and General Councils 
unite in extending a friendly hand to all 
Evangelical Christians. We want to be 
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generous and understanding toward all 
who love our Lord Jesus Christ in sin- 
cerity. We desire to be cooperative 
wherever our cooperation is sincerely de- 
sired or gives promise of being pleasant 


and helpful. 
Having said this much about Chris- 


tian tolerance toward other commun- 
ions, I feel impelled to add a further 
word about tolerance among ourselves. 
It is not uncommon to find a family 
where all the members practice courtesy 
and kindness toward the neighbors, but 
in the home circle where generosity and 
kindly consideration pay the biggest 
dividends, there is often recrimination 
and civil war. 

There has always been great latitude 
among us concerning method and form. 
Some want to sing fast, and some faster. 
Some enjoy a form of service that is 
free to the point of exuberance, while 
others are more at home in an atmos- 
phere that is more reserved. After all, 
with widely differing religious history, 
training, and temperament, is it not to 
be expected that variety should be found 
among us? ‘This variety, however 
marked, will prove a blessing if we fore- 
go the carnal temptation to minimize 
the value of each other’s contribution. 
When you have traveled as widely in 
Pentecostal circles as some of us have, 
you will never dream of setting up any 
single standard in such matters. If we 
are quick to question the pentecostalism 
of fellow ministers and churches, let us 
be quite sure that we do not speak out 
of the abundance of our ignorance, 
rather than by special commission from 


the Head of the church. 


This great movement, of which we 
are a part by the grace of God, is the 
offspring of a great revival. In this we 
are not different from many _ other 
churches; and yet this revival was differ- 
ent. Most revival movements have cen- 
tered around one or more leaders, but 
this revival came to hungry, praying 
saints of many communions. Desperate 
hunger for the Word, and for the Spirit 
prepared the way for an outpouring that 
brought again the Pentecostal signs and 
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evidences. This, at a time when the 
supernatural was so little in evidence 
in the religious world, brought to hum- 
ble minds in many parts of the world 
a resurgence of faith and a great thirst 
to be filled with the Spirit, and, when 
filled, a great zeal to spread the news 
of full salvation. Thousands of churches 
have sprung up; hundreds of missionar- 
ies are pressing into remote corners of 
the earth; an effectual door has been 
opened that no man can shut. 

There is an unwarranted fear of or- 
ganization among some Full Gospel be- 
lievers. That God believes in organi- 
zation is evident from the way He 
built the universe, and if further il 
lustration is desired, we need only to 
think of the human body—fearfully and 
wonderfully made. In this body, made 
up of many members, we have organic, 
sympathetic, and cooperative relation- 
ship. All this we should have in natural, 
unforced symmetry in local and general 
church fellowship. Stated in other words, 
the purpose of organization is to be mu- 
tually helpful; to so stand together that 
each will be stronger; to coordinate our 
efforts in world missions in the inter- 
ests of harmony and efficiency. Why 
do I say this here today? To re-empha- 
size the need to practice and propagate 
these simple and appealing principles. 
It is our duty to so speak and act that 
fear will be banished, and confidence 
and good will engendered. 

In our efforts to organize and con- 
serve we should be watchful lest the 
main purpose be subordinated. At Pen- 
tecost the order is arresting— the POW- 
ER—the TESTIMONY —the CON- 
VERTS. When these multiplied a sim- 
ple expedient was fallen upon—organi- 
zation. This, I believe, might serve as 
a pattern. Where the power is working 
and the testimony is fruitful, some or- 
der and system must follow or confus- 
ion and chaos will result. But when we 
multiply machinery instead of converts;

when we know more about church gov- 
ernment than we know about soul-win- 
ning; when we are long on business tech- 
nique and short on fiery gospel preach- 
ing; when we get fired up in a busi- 
ness meeting, but never kindle in pray- 
er—something has gone wrong. 


From the very first our brethren have 
been unalterably opposed to building 
anything resembling a hierarchy, with 
arbitrary powers to dominate ministers 
and churches. This principle is firmly 
planted in our Constitution. 


While local church sovereignty and 
untrammeled individual freedom for our 
ministers is not an issue with us, we do 
well, in the interest of confidence and 
good will, to reiterate our fixed purpose 
to keep inviolate the basic principle upon 
which our Council work has been es- 
tablished—namely, voluntary, coopera- 
tive fellowship. Circumstances arise at 
times that seem to make it necessary to 
make laws that will force certain recal- 
citrant elements to line up. But when 
we embark on a crusade of law-making 
we get out of our element. We shall 
probably have to watch against this 
human expedient always, much as pa- 
triotic Americans, since the days of 
Washington, have stood against uncon- 
stitutional laws that would rob us of 
our heritage as free men. Eternal vigi- 
lance is the price of liberty; but, on the 
other hand, agitating vigilance could 
prove the greater menace. Let us resolve 
to keep this fellowship what it was in 
the beginning, a humble fellowship of 
equal brethren, bound together, not by 
law or compulsion, but by love and 
the common desire to serve. 


There is much in our short history and 
in our present outlook to encourage us. 
“Hitherto hath the Lord helped us.” 
There are many evidences of His grac- 
ious smile in our day. We have leng- 
thened our cords, and driven rather 
firmly our stakes. However, the over-all 
picture does not warrant a feeling of 
smug complacency, but calls rather for 
humility and caution. 


I would not be faithful if I did not 
speak up against a subtle danger that 
comes with success—inordinate love of 
money. This is increasingly apparent in 
these days of war prosperity. Ministers 
too, in some sections are in the big 
money. This, while not wicked in it- 
self, may contribute to a more carnal 
view of life than the minister is called 
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upon to foster. Please do not misunder- 
stand me. The minister should share 
in the prosperity of his people. I am 
unalterably opposed to starving the 
preacher to keep him humble. Some of 
our church congregations are verily 
cuilty before God for the niggardly, 
shabby way they treat the minister whom 
they profess to love. Shame on them! 
And I mean every word of this! But I 
think we should speak with equal fervor 
of a grasping minister who is ready to 
extract the last possible sheckel. The 


' time may come when some of our own 


number could wisely say with one of 
old, “I have enough,” and put the sur- 
plus to work in a starving, perishing 
world. Such an unselfish attitude, in 
times such as these could do much to 
make stable the ministers’ position in 
times less prosperous. 

While we are not threatened with 
that specious, refined infidelity that has 
made its inroads upon some of the older 
bodies, we should remember that only 
general apathy and spiritual decline, 
could prepare the soil for these later 
doctrinal inconsistencies. Perhaps it is 
not too early to begin reminding our- 
selves, that our faith is not “in the wis- 
dom of men, but in the power of God”; 


.that unsanctified culture is a poor sub- 


stitute for the anointing of the Spirit; 
that earth’s good may prove the greatest 
enemy of heaven’s best. Verily, these 
are perilous days. The religious seas are 
choppy and treacherous. May a merci- 
ful God keep us from drifting! There is 
only one thing that commends our move- 
ment to a heart-sick world, and that is 
spirituality. Should we lose that, our 
house is left unto us desolate. 


Another thing to remember is that 
spirituality has direction or purpose, and 
that purpose is to bear dynamic testi- 
mony to the uttermost part of the world. 
Should we not here dedicate ourselves 
anew to God and the cause of world 
evangelization? May we, in Northern 
California and Nevada, resolve to make 
our full contribution? Truly the harvest 
is ripe, and the laborers are few. 

Finally, brethren, let us share to- 
gether the responsibility of making this 
fellowship better with the years. If we 
have found it slightly imperfect, perhaps 
we can fit better into it. Let us move 
forward with faith in God and in the 
ultimate triumph of His truth. When 
the test comes, let us hold steady in 
patient loyalty. Be cooperative, cour-

Since 1931 he has been pastoring in 
our District: in Tuolumne three years, 
in Los Banos three years, Lakeport four 
years, and has been in Willits for the 
past two years.

General Preshyters Meeting 


A very interesting General Presbyters’ 65 was recommended for adoption at the 


meeting was held in Springfield Sep- 
tember 5 to 7 inclusive. The meeting 
was attended by Brothers Gaston, Keys, 
Renfroe, and the writer from our Dis- 
trict. Reports of the Executive, Foreign 
Missionary, Home Missions and Educa- 
tional, Service Men’s and C. A. Depart- 
ments showed a great deal being accom- 
plished and the blessings of the Lord 
upon the work of each department. 

The General Treasurer's report 
showed a marked increase in funds for 
the Missions Department, Gospel Pub- 
lishing House, and the Central Bible 
Institute, as well as the general fund of 
_ the Executive Department. Foreign mis- 
sionary offerings for the past year 
amounted to $1,054,337.14. With home 
missions included, it amounted to $1,- 
267,437.82, or about $5.59 per member. 
The Revolving Church Extension Fund 
allowed loans to 648 churches, and auth- 
orization was given to increase the fund 
from $100,000 
needed. ‘The Miinisters’ Benevolent 
Fund showed the fine cooperation of the 
churches; and the maximum benefits 
were raised to $39 for single persons and 
to $50 for married couples. 

Authorization was granted to pay the 
bill of our Assemblies of God conscien- 
tious objectors, and thereby cooperate 
with the various organizations that have 
carried this expense. 
~ A national children’s home for orphan 
and needy children was authorized. 
Funds were allotted for one to be started 
in the Arkansas District in charge of a 
Miss Hinson. 

The Christ’s Ambassadors are spon- 
soring a plan for an organization with a 
national president and secretary together 
with constitution and bylaws. ‘This will 
be brought up at the General Presbyters’ 
meeting next year before presentation 
to the General Council. 

A retirement fund plan at the age of 
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to $150,000 when . 


next General Council. This would be a 
real benefit to our aged ministers. 

It was also voted for our organization 
to cooperate with the N. A. E. Chap- 
laincy Agency which will possibly per- 
mit us to have a larger quota than 30 
chaplains, and would expedite their ap- 
pointment. We now have 17 chaplains 
from the Assemblies of God. 

The Service Men’s Department has 
been doing a big work among the men 
in the armed forces. Several “Victory 
Centers” have been opened, there being 
at the present time 24 centers now as- 
sociated with the department, four of 
which are in England. Fourteen repre- 
sentatives are on the field, and a large 
group of office workers take care of 
mailing literature and correspondence to 
approximately 28,000 Service men who 
are now registered in the directory. More 
than 2,000 chaplains are receiving the 
Reveille for distribution. The present 
issue has a printing of 1,650,000 copies. 

A committee on education recom- 
mended the establishing of a liberal arts 
college for secular education; this will 
undoubtedly come up at the next Gen- 
eral Council. Standardizing of courses, 
credits, hours, etc, of Bible Schools was 
approved; and nine schools are now ap- 
proved as General Council schools, one 
of these being Glad Tidings Bible Insti- 
tute. 

Many other matters were brought up 
which space does not permit mention. 
However, one interesting topic discussed 
was about moving the executive offices 
to Kansas City or some other larger mote 
central location which would be more 
accessible, expediting travel and saving 
the time of the executive brethren, as it 
is not so convenient to get in and out of 
Springfield. ‘This matter came up due 
to the desire to purchase additional prop- 
erty for the ultimate expansion of the 


Gospel Publishing House and the exec- 


utive offices, which expansion is greatly 
needed. Authorization was given to pur- 
chase some additional property and that 
a committee be appointed to investigate 
change of headquarters to a more con- 
venient location, if only to a more acces- 
sible or better location in the city of 
Springfield as some thought advisable. 

Denver was selected as the choice for 
the next General Council if proper ac- 
commodations can be secured. 

The age-old question of divorce and 
annulments came up. A motion was 
made that all cases of annulment must 
be submitted to the Executive Presby- 
tery for final decision before anyone can 
be accepted into our ministerial fellow- 
ship. 

‘The members of the General Presby- 
tery were entertained at C. B. I. The 
hospitality and fellowship were enjoyed 
by all. For once there was cool weather, 
as we arrived at our destination in a rain 
storm which made it comparatively nice 
for the few days of our stay there. 

We are all glad to be back again, look- 
ing forward to a wonderful spiritual time 
of fellowship throughout the District 
and a real growth in new churches and 
mission stations with many conversions 
and baptisms of the Holy Ghost as the 
Lord tarries and we occupy till He 
comes. Hallelujah!—R. J. T.

30,000 
letters have just been sent out to our 
C.A.’s and others that are listed in 
Springfield. Our churches are being vis- 
ited, and the people are catching a vision 
of the work that lies before us.

Starting the New Sunday School Year 


To many of us, October means the 
beginning of a new Sunday School year; 
hence, no doubt, your school has had its 
annual promotion program. And now— 
from here: where, how, and what? 

The Sunday School promotion pro- 
gram should and usually does lend a 
spirit of new life to the school; but 
sadly enough, in many cases, it is short 
lived. The temperature of the school 
drops and a satisfied “better than noth- 
ing” attitude prevails. 

Let’s call a workers’ meeting and take 
inventory immediately as to needs, “weak 
spots,” as well as lay some substantial 
plans for the new year, such plans as 
will be saturated with anticipation for 
definite progress. 

Here are a few suggestions for your 
consideration: 


1. Check on the “diet” of your school. 
Literature—teaching materials and meth- 
ods. 

2. Check on the “dietitians” of the 
school.—The teachers themselves, bur- 
den for class; time given; aptitude for 
teaching; prayer life temperature. 

3. Provide for more teachers’ and 
workers’ meetings this year. Such ses- 
sions should be definitely planned and 
an appropriate, profitable program pro- 
vided for on each occasion. 

4. Make plans now for your training 
for service class. Set a date and select 
your material for study. Commence now 
to stir up interest in same. 

5. Check Sunday School records. For 
chronic absentees Cand the whys); for 
prospects on which to direct new and 
special effort. 

6. Plan for more systematic Scripture 
memory work in this year’s curriculum. 
“Thy Word have I hid in my heart that 
I might not sin against Thee,” is not 
sufficiently practised among our boys 
and girls and young folks today. 

7. Use some new ideas this year for 
your missionary programs. Make a mis- 
sionary bulletin board. Boost missionary 


giving. 
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8. Make some “high spot” dates for 
your school to look forward to—Rally 
Day, Sunday School picnic, next pro- 
motion Sunday—(all of these should be 
used to a definite spiritual end). 

9. Check on your Sunday School vis- 
itation program. Are you working at it? 
Is it systematic? Are you getting results? 
If not, why not? 

10. Last but not least, check on the 
spiritual temperature of your school. Is 
your school a soul-saving station? Can 
your teachers lead their pupils simply, 
but definitely, to Christ? Plan now for 
at least three Sunday School decision 
services this year.

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STUDIES IN DANIEL

Study VII (Part Two) 


THE FALL OF BABYLON 
Chapter 5 


Concluding this study, a considera- 
tion of the first three divisions having 
appeared in the last issue, we are to 
consider the last four divisions. 


IV. The Prophet Introduced 


Verses 10-16. The word rendered 
“queen” in verse 10 is by both Moffat 
and Gordon rendered “queen mother.” 
There can be little doubt that she was 
indeed the queen mother. Interpreters 
are quite agreed concerning this. Says 
Dr. Seiss: “The queen mother was in 
the palace. She had taken no part in 
the banquet. Her royal husband was a 
prisoner in Borsippa, and she was the 
daughter of Nebuchadnezzar.” Dr. Seiss 
evidently agreed with those who believe 
that Nabonidus married a daughter of 
Nebuchadnezzar. “She had most likely 
advised against this whole demonstra- 
tion. She knew what her father had 
experienced in his lifetime, and to what 
sort of doctrines he had been converted 
before he died. She had respect for his 
memory, for the convictions he had so 
fully pronounced, for the God he had 
learned to fear and honor, and for the 
noble men he was pleased to favor for 
their holy services to him; and she could 
look with no favor upon this ill-timed 
and impious behaviour of her licentious 
son.” Dr. John Cumming regards her, 
not as “the queen,” or the “queen moth- 
er,” but as the queen dowager. He says 
“This woman—here called the queen— 
was not the wife of Belshazzar, but the 
widow of his grandfather, Nebuchad- 
nezbzar; and therefor I venture to call 
her the queen dowager.” Or, as others 
have thought, she may have been the 
widow of Evil-Merodach, and, in that 
event, the daughter-in-law of Nebuchad- 
nezzar; the famous Nitocris who is men- 
tioned by Herodotus as “a woman of 
extraordinary prudence.” Her conduct 
on this occasion would indicate that she 
was such a woman. It appears from what 
she had to say concerning Daniel that 
she knew him personally, and that she 
was acquainted with the relation he had 
sustained to the throne in the days of 
Nebuchadnezzar. No one can read the 
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record of what she said on this occasion 
and not see that she had been familiar 
with the phenomenal career of Daniel 
at the royal court. It would be interest- 
ing to know what her fate was a few 
hours later when the soldiers of Cyrus 
broke into the palace and slew the king. 
We hope she did not meet a tragic death, 
that her life was graciously spared, and 
that she lived afterwards in peace under 
the new regime, and then died in the 
faith of the God of the captive Jews and 
the hope of the resurrection of the just. 

Daniel, upon the advice of the queen 
mother was called in, and Belshazzar 
expressed confidence in the report that 
he had heard concerning him, and at 
the same time assured him that if he 
would read the writing and make known 
the interpretation he should be rewarded 
in accordance with the promise already 
made,—“Thou shalt be clothed with 
scarlet, and have a chain of gold about 
thy neck, and shalt be the third ruler in 
the kingdom.” 


V. The Mysterious Writing Deciphered and 
Interpreted 


Verses 17-28. Daniel was not looking 
for rewards. He was a servant of the God 
of heaven. He knew that earthly glory 
is of an unsatisfying nature, and that it 
“passeth away.” And:so he said, “Let thy 
gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards 
to another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to him 
the interpretation.” And then followed 
an eloquent address in which Daniel 
fearlessly pointed out the great sin, the 
inexcusable sin, a sin without any miti- 
gating circumstances, of which Belshaz- 
zar was guilty,—“Thou . . . hast lifted up 
thyself against the Lord of heaven; and 
they have brought the vessels of His 
house before thee, and thou, and thy 
lords, thy wives, and thy concubines, 
have drunk wine in them; and thou hast 
praised the gods of silver, and gold, of 
brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see 
not, nor hear, nor know; and the God 
in whose hand thy breath is, and whose 
are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified.” 
Mark the five indictments brought by 
Daniel against Belshazzar: 

1. He had not humbled himself. 

2. He had lifted up himself against 
the Lord of heaven. 

3, He had sacrilegiously desecrated 


the vessels of the house of the Lord that 
had been brought to Babylon by Nebu- 
chadnezzar. 

4. He had praised the gods of the 
heathen, gods “which by nature are no 
gods” (Gal. 4:8), “which see not, nor 
hear, nor know,” an exceedingly foolish 
as well as a very wicked thing to do. 

5. He had not glorified that God in 
whose hand his breath was and whose 
were all his ways. 

Mark verse 24, “Then was the part of 
the hand sent from Him.” Some have 
thought that the meaning is that the 
mysterious hand remained there until 
Daniel had proceeded thus far in his 
indictment of Belshazzar, but that is 
evidently not the meaning. The mean- 
ing is that when Belshazzar’s cup of ini- 
quity was full, when he had not onl 
failed to humble himself, but had lifted 
up himself against the Lord of heaven, 
and had sacrilegiously desecrated the 
vessels of the house of Jehovah, and had 
praised the heathen gods, and had failed 
to glorify the God in whose hand his 
breath was and whose were all his ways, 
—then, Belshazzar’s cup of iniquity being 
full, “then was the part of the hand sent 
from Him,” i.e., from God who had thus 
been insulted, and whom Belshazzar 
had regarded as beneath the heathen 
gods “which see not, nor hear, nor 
know.” 

Daniel proceeded to read the writing 
and to interpret the same. “This is the 
writing that was written, MENE, 
MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN.” 

The paragraph which follows I have 
transferred bodily, and without change, 
from a lecture by the noted Dr. John 
Cumming of London: 

The word “mene” is twice repeated, 
simply to give emphasis to the word: 
“mene, mene;” literally, “there is num- 
ber,” “thy kingdom is numbered,” or, 
“God hath numbered thy kingdom and 
finished it.” It is repeated merely to 
give emphasis, just as the words are re- 
peated, “thou shalt surely die;” literally, 
“dying, thou shalt die.” “Tekel,” again 
means, simply, “he hath weighed”; it is 
applied to the act of a goldsmith, who 
weighs the gold, and ascertains the 
amount of alloy, that he may separate it 
from the pure metal. ‘The word “uphar- 
sin” is the plural number of the same 
word which is repeated in the 28th 
verse, “peres”; and though it reads so 
differently to us, it is really one word, 
differing only in number, and the mean- 
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ing of it is, simply and literally, “is 
divided”; and Daniel the prophet adds, 
in the prophetic spirit, the words or the 
commentary, “and is given to the Medes 
and Persians.” The word, “upharsin,” 
or “peres,” has nothing to do with the 
word “Persians,” or the word “Mede”; 
this last is the explanation given by the 
prophet; and the inscription, literally 
translated, would be, “numbered, 
weighed,” and probably, found wanting, 
“and divided”, and Daniel thus explains 
the mysterious enigma, by saying, “thy 
kingdom is numbered,” or the years of 
its existence are now completed; “thyself 
art weighed in the scales of the sanc- 
tuary, and found wanting; and your 
kingdom now is about to be divided 
among the Medes and Persians, your 
bitterest enemies.” Such is the meaning 
of the words. 

I have transcribed the above paragraph 
exactly as written by Dr. Cumming for 
the reason that it clearly expresses the 
meaning of the mysterious writing, and 
Daniel’s interpretation of it, in very few 
words, and yet as lucidly as it has been 
expressed by any writer whose writings 
I am familiar with. Some have won- 
dered why, when the language was 
Chaldee, the Chaldeans were not able 
to read the inscription. Evidently, while 
the language was Chaldee, the charac- 
ters were not; the characters must have 
been heavenly characters, and they were 
made use of by God in order that it 
might be necessary for the prophet to be 
called. He was needed, not only to read 
the characters, but also to interpret the 
message which the characters conveyed. 


This he did. 

VI. Daniel Rewarded According to the 

King’s Promise 

Verse 29. It has been suggested that 
Belshazzar pursued this course in an 
effort to conciliate Daniel and Daniel’s 
God. Possibly he hoped that by faith- 
fully keping the promise he had made 
he might avert the catastrophe Daniel 
declared had already been determined in 
the counsels of God; at any rate he did 
what he had agreed to do. Perhaps he 
was led by Daniel’s indictment to see 
that he had been pursuing a wrong 
course, and that it was time to order a 
halt and turn about face. But it was too 
late! The old adage that “it is never too 
late to mend” is one of the lies of the 
devil who would deceive mankind. Bel- 
shazzar had had abundant opportunities 
to change his ways, but the opportuni- 
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ties had been unimproved; he had per- 
sisted in his downward course, and it 
was now too late. The die was cast! ‘The 
doom of Babylon, and, incidentally, of 
Belshazzar, was sealed! 


VII. The Death of the King and the 
Overthrow of the Kingdom 

Verses 30, 31. While the king’s feast 
was going on in the palace all the plans 
for the taking of the city had been made 
by Cyrus, the commander of the allied 
forces of the Medes and Persians. ‘The 
greater part of his army had been with- 
drawn from the city, and it may be that 
the Babylonians were led to conclude 
that he had about decided to give up the 
siege as hopeless. Marching up the 
course of the Euphrates the invaders 
made a vigorous use of the spade, dig- 
ging a channel or channels by means 
of which the waters of the river could 
be diverted from their usual course. ‘The 
appointed time came. It was when the 
festival within the city was at its height, 
and Belshazzar, with the insolence of 
youth, and as an evidence of his con- 
tempt of the besieging army, was enter- 
taining his thousand lords, insulting Je- 
hovah and magnifying heathen gods. 
Drunken riot was running wild. Cyrus 
gave the expected order, and the waters 
of the river were diverted from their us- 
ual course, and in the bed of the river 
through which the waters had usually 
flowed, the attackers marched into the 
city underneath the mighty walls. They 
found the river gates unmanned and 
open, ordinary precautions such as the 
closing of these gates having been ne- 
glected. See the prophecy in Isaiah 45:1. 
The undefended gateways were seized. 
Swift runners ran to tell the king that his 
city was taken at one end. Read Jere- 
miah 51:31. It was then that “the king 
of Babylon head the report of them, and 
his hands waxed feeble; anguish took 
hold of him, and pangs as of a woman in 
travail” (Jer. 50:43). It seems quite 
likely that just before the runners ar- 
rived to tell “the king of Babylon that 
his city was taken at one end” the mys- 
terious writing upon the palace wall 
was read and interpreted by Daniel. 
There was nothing that could be done to 
stop the progress of the assailants; the 
palace was entered, and the king was 
slain. Xenophon, the noted historian, 
tells us that two deserters whose names 
he has preserved, having assisted some 
of the Persian army to kill the guards 
and seize the palace, entered the room 


where the king was found standing in a 
posture of defence. He was soon killed, 
and all who were with him were speed- 
ily dispatched. The same historian tells 
us that prior to the taking of the city the 
Babylonians regarded themselves as per- 
fectly secure. The walls were 350 feet 
high and 87 feet thick, and were re- 
garded as impregnable. No army, how- 
ever well equipped, could ever batter 
down the mighty walls or break through 
the brazen gates. Hence, at a time when 
the city was being assailed by powerful 
foes, and it would seem the defenders 
would have been on the alert every hour 
of the day and night, the river gates 
were left open and unguarded, and the 
people within the city gave themselves 
up to drunken orgies. 

And so Babylon fell. “And Darius the 
Median took the kingdom, being about 
threescore and two years old.” Concern- 
ing this “Darius the Median” we shall 
have something interesting to say in 
subsequent studies.

The pastor writes his 
weekly sermons in Grand Rapids, sends 
them to Priscilla and Herbert Charles, 
who on alternate Sundays conduct serv- 
ices and deliver the sermons. 


Sweet Oranges 

Growers of citrus fruit in Palestine, 
according to Christian Herald (Lon- 
don), are experimenting with dried pulp 
for export to Britain, and samples are 
being sent for tests. It is possible that we 
shall, one day, buy oranges by the sheet! 
Other fruit, as well as oranges, are 
pressed into sheets about the thickness 
and texture of lightweight leather, and 
pieces broken off and chewed are said 
to have the flavor of fresh fruit. It is 
claimed that this dried fruit would be 
suitable for the manufacture of marma- 
lade and other food products.
